‘Tha physical configuration of the general, 
surfacs cxhibits also many diversified fea- 
tures. Raised mountain rogions, rocky. 
hills of granite, sandstone, limestone, or 
gypsun ; deep ravines, breaking into Luge 
oliffg; vast depressions of land, and broad, 

valleys, forming temporary lates whon rein 

is. abuadant; immenss bario plains of 
sandy, Pebbly, or bard soil, intersected by. 
beds of former rivers; large tracts of sand 
hills, rising to considerabls proportions, 
form the character of the face of tho 
Saban, 

The rare clusters of lifa alled oases, so 
Gistintly scattered throughout the dead 
waste of the Sahara. are uiconnected by 
any road or any regular means of communi- 
cation, and are only visite? by caravans 
three or four-times a you, Each is a 
little world in itself, like anisland in the 
midatof a trackless sea. Thoy aro genoral- 
ly situated in a depression of and nr valley 
where water may be more easily procured 
by mural or artificial means. In the 
winter, ranuing streams aré filled, and if 
rain has been somewhat abundant, cven 
small Jakes ara formed round the oases, 
which, however, like nearly all the rivers 
of the Sahara, may bé crossed dry-shod in 
sumner. But ‘necessity isthe mother of 
inyention,’ and the people of these isles of 
tho desert prove in their system of water- 
works that, cjthough isolsted from the 
.tho world, they are not without ingenuity. 
They providAfor their sirceams subter- 
renem beds, whigh are roofed over with 
fint stones and covered with sand, which 
obsorbs the aun’s rays and keops tho water 
from avaporating. ; 

Tho depth at which water ls faund varies 
condiderably. The subterrmenn ahect is 
geneially found at a depth of five to fifteen 
feet, and theartesian wellateuch water ut 
from one hundred to one hundred and fifty 
feet deep, I observed in general that the 
doepsr the srtesian wells were, the less 
ealino was tha water. Willthe Sshara, at 
some future time, be fertilized? It may 
be if the proposed’ Trans-Sahara Railroad 
be constructed, and if the pracess of irriga- 
tion by artesian wolla inaugurated by the 
French in the northern part continue to be 
suctissiul.
